The rivals, who will compete for the same seat 
Nov: 8, opened that campaign by disputing the 
meaning of Tuesday’s results. Each said the low 
turnout shows he will do better in November. 

Costello, who had projected a landslide victory 
prior to Tuesday, said, “‘We were disappointed in 
the’ turnout, there’s no question about that ... We 
had a lot of Democrats who told me, ‘Jerry, you'll 
have no problem.” Many of those people stayed 
home today.... We didn’t turn our voters on. The 
Republicans were out in full force.” 

While recording early returns, Gaffner, who had 
projected a close race, bucked conventional wis- 
dom that Republicans do best in light elections.

As of a month ago, 774 orders 
for-child support. withholding 
were in effect in Madison Coun- 


ty, Vrabec said. 

He said his office has aged 
about—100-new child-support 
cases a month. 

Fileoff said he hears about 
200 cases involving delinquent 
child support” payments every 
Friday, and it is a continuing 
problem. 

Under the new law, deduc- 
tions from paychecks of the 
responsible parent will take 
effect as soon as a divorce has 
become final or, in the case of 
parents who are not married, 
when Paternity has been estab- 
lished, he said. - 

Vrabec said he thought 
employers, who will have to 
deduct the child support and 
forward it to the circuit clerk’s 
office, may find the new law 
“cumbersome, and it could 
sibly increase their workload.” 

Dan Pittmann, a spokesman 
for the nois Department of Pub- 
lic Aid, said it would be no 
more difficult for employers 
than coding in the deductions 
they already make for taxés 
and other items. 

A companion bill signed by 
the governor will allow employ- 
ers to deduct another $5 a 
month from an employee’s pay- 
check for administrative costs 
in handling the child support 
payments. Previously, they 
were allowed to charge $4 a 
month.

Bike safety may ride onm

Summertime brings back that 
great American pastime — bic: 
cling. The exhilarating feeling of 
‘the wind blowing through your 
hair as you whiz down the 
hill — your stomach still at the 
top — is hard to match. 

Even if the bike is your child’s 
most prized possession, he or 
she needs to learn from ‘train- 
ing-wheel days” that a bike is 
not a toy. It is a vehicle. 

Statistics show that more than 
350,000 children end up in hospi- 
tal emergency rooms each year 
as a result of bicycle-related 





injuries. 
‘Most bicycling accidents could 
be avoided — if riders took the 


time to learn the rules of the 
road and follow a few simple 
precautions. 

Young children should ride 


their bikes in the park, on side- 
walks or in driveways. Even 
streets with little traffic pose 
risks. Parents should think care- 
fully before allowing children to 
ride in the street, even when the 
parent is supervising. Accidents 
ppen in the blink of an eye. 

Older children who ride to one 
another’s homes or the park 
should be taught to follow the 
basic rules of the road. 

Stop before riding out into 
traffic from a driveway, side- 
walk, alley or parking lot. Look 
to the left and the right...and 
then look left again. When 
there’s no traffic, enter the road- 
way. ; 

Ride on the right side of the 
road, with the flow of traffic. 
Obey all stop signs and red 
lights. Walk the bicytia.through 
busy intersections.

’ Piscdtella ‘lists ‘the cardiac 
risk factors as high blood pres- 
sure, elevated cholesterol, ciga- 
rette smoking, being overweight, 
lack of exercise and chronic 
stress. 

Changing your diet attacks. 
Several of the risk factors at 
once. Piscatella gives a five- 
point plan for going about the 
mammoth task. 

The first is to reduce fat in 
your family’s diet. A simple way 
to do this is to reduce the 
amount of red meat you eat and 
eat more poultry (skinless) and 
fish. Switch to low-fat dairy 
products and reduce the amount 
of fats and oils you use to pre- 
pare food. (Caution: Do not put 
a child younger than 2 years old 
on a low-fat diet or on low-fat 
dairy products. They need much 
more dietary fat than do adults 
or older children.) 

Next, you want to reduce the 
2amount of sugar in your diet. 
‘Eliminate soft drinks, keep alco- 
hol intake minimal and. substi- 
tute fresh, in-season fruit for 
high-calorie desserts. 

Thirdly, increase complex car- 
bohydrates-in your diet: vegeta- 
bles, legumes, fruit and whole- 
grain bread. 

Next, reduce salt by getting 
rid of your salt shaker and last- 
ly, increase your water intake to. 
two quarts a day.

“GRANITE CITY — He has the 
physique of a gymnast, 6 feet, 170 
pounds, Paul Newman-esque blue 
eyes and the Superman jawline of 
a’ Christopher Reeve.

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Hope alone won’t stop drug abuse 


* If you suspect your child is 
experimenting with or abusing 
drugs, don’t just sit backvand 
hope the problem will go away. 

Sharon Erbe, community edu- 
cator and marketing representa- 
tive for Hyland Adolescent Cen- 
ter, a treatment program for 
teens 13 to 18 years old with 
chemical dependency or psychi- 
atric disorders, says the younger 
a child starts to use drugs (a 
classification that includes alco- 
hol), the sicker that child will 
get. And the longer the abuse 
continues, the more difficult it is 
tu-cure- 

Erbe suggests that parents 
who have suspicions about their 
chiid should start a_ journal of 
the chiid’s activities. Write down 
all the facts, including dates that 
make you suspect drug abuse is 
occurring. 

Be sure to include patterns of 
behavior, symptoms and_ physi- 
cal changes. Keep the journal 
for three to four weeks and then 
talk to a professionally trained 
counselor. “ 

Drug-abuse treatment centers 
offer free assessments, so take 
advantage of this service. Bring 
your journal for a professional 
evaluation of what is going on 
with your child. 

Joan Bell, a state-certified 
substance-abuse counselor with 
the National Council on Alcohol- 
ism—and Drug Abuse St. Louis, 
cautions parents who suspect 
their child of substance abuse 
not to rush into a confrontation. 

She says that one of the symp- 
toms of the disease is an inabili- 
ty to discuss or admit the abuse. 
This means the response’ of the 
child will be denial. Accusing, 
nagging, ranting and raving will 
only aggravate the problem. 


Bell says the first step in get- 
ting help for your child is to edu- 
cate yourself about the disease. 
She suggests parents attend 
awareness meetings held at vari- 
ous treatment centers and also 
at the council. Her agency spon 
sors a film series on substance 
abuse, held every Monday even- 
ing. She recommends the -meet- 
ings held at Weldon Springs Hos- 
pital because they have a parent 
and adolescent focus. 

Bell suggests parents find a 
support group to help them 
become educated on the subject. 
She recommends Parents ALAN~- 
ON since the most popular drug 
among teen-agers still is alcohol. 

Bell does not recommend drug

testing for adolescents. She 
believes this does not accomplish 
anything constructive. The test 
only reveals whether the child 
has used drugs; it does not 
reveal whether the child is 
addicted or the extent of the 
abuse. 

Instead of drug testing, Bell 
tells parents to have their child 
evaluated. A professional assess- 
ment by a trained substance- 
abuse counselor will reveal 
whether or not the child does 
have a drug-abuse problem, 
what stage the disease is in, 
what drug or drugs the child is 
using and’ what type of treat- 
ment, if any, is warranted for 
the child. 

The National Council on Alco- 
holism and Drug Abuse does 
conduct substance abuse assess- 
ments and then provides refer- 
rals to treatment programs 
After an assessment, parents 
can then choose a treatment pro- 
gram providing the level of care 
needed by their child.

Runners should “and on their 
heels, not on the balls of their feet. 
The heel should hit the ground 
first, then the arch comes down, 
then the ball of the foot and toes 
Runners take off from the bat! of 
the foot, and then are into the next 
step. Landing on the bails of the 
feet is not good because the calf 
muscle never gets a chance to 
stretch. It stays contracted. That 
is how calf muscles become short 
and tight. Any kind of running 
makes the calf muscle shorter and 
tighter, but running on the balls of 
the feet worsens the condition. 
Tight calf muscles are one of the 
main causes of shin splints, 
Achilles tendonitis and muscle 
pulls.

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‘Competitiveness’ buzzword for opportunism

‘‘Competitiveness!’’ It’s cer- 
tainly a buzzword that has run 
amy here in Washington. Yet, 
its true meaning seems to have 
been lost in a haze of political 
opportunism.

To see the costs that will be 
imposed on American business 
during 4 Dukakis administration, 
one can simply take a look-at 
the “(Minimum Health Benefits 
for All Workers. Act,’’ sponsored 
by Senate Labor Committee 
Chairman Edward: Kennedy. 

The bill is not likely to pass 
this year but has been supported 
by Democratic nominee Mike 
Dukakis as a “‘blueprint” for the 
Dukakis health care policy. 

. The legislation erects a series 

. of burdens on employers to pro- 
vide health care insurance for. 
workers and their families who 
work as little as 18 hours per 
week. Employers would also be 
prohibited from excluding any 
worker because of a prior dis- 
ease or condition, including 
AIDS. 

‘These mandatory health bene- 
fits would kick-in after the work- 
er has paid no more than $250 of 
health-care expenses and would 


for a! 


pay at least 80 percent of premi- 
ums for worker and family cov- 
erage. One hundred percent of 
the insurance premium would be 
paid for certain ‘low-wage 
employees. That is a better 
than most Americans get from 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield today. 

Cost estimates have varied 
widely on this measure. Advo- 
cates ‘of the Kennedy bill argue 
it would cost only about $1,200-a 

‘a year per worker or about $25 bil- 
ion a year, Opponents suggest 
otherwise. 

The Institute for Research on 
the Economics of Taxation sug- 
gests the bill would end up cost- 
ing upwards of $5,000 per year 
per worker, or $100 billion in 
1988 alone. j 

When government mandates 
higher labor costs, someone has 
to pay for them. In final analy- 
sis, these new costs would be 
borne by: 

(1) American corsumers~ pay- 
ing more at the cash register. 

(2) American workers paying 
through reduced wages. 

(3) Americans suffering from 
higher: unemployment figures; 
ani 

(4) American taxpayers pay- 
ing through increased taxes to 
fund benefits for those newly 
unemployed. Foreign consumers 

pay little, as they would 
simply take their business else- 
where. 

Many may argue that the min- 
imum $1,200 per year per 
employee in costs associated 
with this bill is reasonable con- 
sidering the destructive effects 
of-an-impoverished population 
base’ void of health insurance. 

Fine — but what about the 
countless’ other. burdens that 
Congress has found necessary to 
thrust upon American business 
which fly in the face of ‘‘compet- 
itiveness?"’ 

The minimum wage -bill, again 
pushed by Kennedy and 
éndorsed by Dukakis, is another 
oft-touted call for worker protec- 
tion that only seems to make 
headlines during an election 
year. 

Billed as a “compassionate” 
measure, an increased minimum 
wage would provide only a few 
post-inflation dollars in the pock- 
ets of a handful of poor while

resulti in nearly one half mil- 
lion workers loosing their jobs. 

Indeed, the increase in unem- 
ployment would be among low- 
er-wage workers, the ave that 
the minimum-wage law is sup- 
posed to help. 


Since 1980, while the minimum 
wage remained frozen, the pro- 
portion of workers receiving the 
minimum wage. has fallen from 
about 11 to 4 percent, Two-thirds 
of these jobs are by young, 
single workers, a! 70 percent 
come from families with 
incomes at least 50 percent 
above the poverty line, accord- 
ing to a recent report by the 
Congressional Budget Office. 


Perhaps Kennedy and Mike 
Dukakis should be forced to 
handpick those individuals who 
will lose their jobs because of 
this so-eailed “‘compassionate”’ 
measure? Increasing the mini- 
mum wage is foolish social poli- 
cy, even it it seems the fair 
thing to do.

Some of the cpponenis of 
improved educationa: in 
Illinois are using the outdated 
excuse that the massive declines 
in state educational funding are 
due to declining enrollment. 

The declining enrollment argu- 
ment is a late 1970s argument 
that is out of date. Enrollments 
all over Illinois are-stable and in 
some districts increasing. 

In 1984-85, for instance, state- 
wide elementary and secondary 
enrollment was 1,853,316. By the 
1987-88 school year, enrollment 
was essentially ‘stable at 
1,811,446. } 

A look at the number of stu- 
dents in-the classroom in the 
kindergarten, first and second 
grades will show how dramati- 
cally enrollment in the lower 
grades is changing: 

Excuse-making by those who 
have failed to adequately fund 
education in our state won't get 
us out of our current problems. 

Neither will requiring over 200 
mandates in the education 
reform act of 1985 and then fall- 
ing ‘to fund the very reforms that 
were put in place. 

Roland Burris, state comptrol- 
ler, should be commended for 
kicking off his campaign for gov- 
ernor in 1990 by pointing out that 
in 1978 the State Board of Edu- 
cation received 28.2 cents: of 
every general fund dollar, while 
in 1989 the current governor's 
budget recommends only 22.6 
cents of every general fund dol- 

r. 

Such a massive shift in state 
funding throws an inordinate 
burden on the local property tax- 
payers and starves the schools 
or funds. 

Our state government is fund- 
ing less than 40 percent of the 
total. cost of education in Mlinois. 
In 1975, it was funding 48 per- 
cent. 

Now we rank 43rd out of the 
50 states in the extent of state 
support for education. 

Those who see the need for 
improvements to take our 
schools into the 2ist century 
should look further at the Burris 
study, reports of the State Board 
of Education, the comments. of 
U.S. Secretary of Education Ben- 
nett, and the views of. our local 
school boards and superinten- 
dents. 

‘We all need to consider what 


it is going to take to bring opr 
schools up to the level, not just~ 


above the other states, but of 
other nations that we are com- 
peting with economically. 

Our children only go to school 
in Illinois for 175 days while oth- 
er nations are exceeding 200 


days a year. 

Our summer schools now in 
session admit only a few remedi- 
al and a very few gifted students 
and provide no summer program 
at all for the vast majority of 
our students. 

Our small early-childhood edu-. 
cation program. which can make 
a significantdifference for that 24 


_percent of students who are not 


even” graduating from.high 
school in Illinois, applies a prov- 
en program to only a small frac- 
tion of those that we know by 
experience will fail without it. 

Our low pay for teachers pro- 
vides no strong incentive for new 
people to enter the profession 
and is unfair to hard-working 
teachers. 


All these unmet needs cry out 
for reform funded with money. 
We are cheating the next gener- 
ations if we don't do that. 


One of the ways to achieve a 
better educational system is to 
vote for the 1990 Illinois Consti- 
tutional Convention so that an 
educational funding and mandate 
requirement can express the. fun-- 
damental consensus: = 
That we need to fund educa: 
tion consistently no matter what 
group of shortsighted politicians ~ 
is serving at any particular time

Illinois voters ought to be able to 
recall and fire elected officials who 
consistently ignore crucial issues like 
ethics, tax and utility reform, and pro- 
tecting citizens from the hazards of tox- 
ic waste.

their terms, not just on election day. 

The power of recall is particularly 
needed now in Illinois. Recent statistics 
of the U.S. Department of Justice show 
that our state had more public offi- 
cials convicted of felonies in the past 
decade than any other Midwestern 
state. 

An Wlinois recall amendment would 
give voters the direct power to remove 
elected officials who ignore integrity in 
office and put their own selfish inter- 
ests ahead of the public interest. 

A constitutional amendment to estab- 
lish recall in Illinois is possible through 
a state constitutional convention. This 
Nov. 8, Hlinois voters will vote*dn an 
important referendum on whether to 
call a state constitutional convention.

Home improvements 
can cut taxable gain 


Dear Mr. Campbell: 

Is there a book, pamphlet or other source that 
details what improvements can be added to the 
original cost of a house to determine the amount 
of profit when the house is sold? I want to sell 
my house later this year. Over the last four or 
five years I have completely remodeled the 
kitchen and bathroom, improved the other rooms; 
added a sun room and another large room. I 
have enclosed the property with a chain-link 
fence, added.a storage barn, had & deck built, 
enclosed an area with a privacy fence, enlarged 
and paved a gravel driveway and added a wood- 
en sidewalk. 


Answer: It is an interesting collection of capi- 
tal improvements that you have made there and 
I can’t think of a one of them that the Internal 
Revenue Service would challenge as not being a 
capital improvement. 

How much you will be-able to hike your asking 
pace as a consequence of your industriousness, 

owever, is pretty much of an unknown, for the 
simple rea son that we have no idea of what 
value your buyer-to-be will put on these new fe: 
tures. 

You certainly are on solid ground, though, in 
adding the two new rooms and ‘completely 
remodeling the kitchen and bathroom. The 
chain-link fence, the sidewalk and the minibarn 
are a little more iffy. 

The only book I know of that really addresses 
this question is a relatively new one by real 
estate developer and appraiser Wallace Kauf- 
man, called ‘‘Finding Hidden Values in. Your 
Home,” which is published in hardback by Mac- 
millan and in paperback by Collier. Among other 
things, Kaufman guides you through the tech- 
nique of running an appraisal on your own home, 
belore and after you have added improvements. 

Kaufman raises some other interesting points: 
why refinishing’ wooden floors can add more val- 
ue than laying expensive carpeting; why trees 
can account for as much as 15 percent of a 
home’s value; and why a finished basement will 
normally appraise for twice as much as an unfin- 
ished-basement. 

You might find it useful in estimating just how 
much you have boosted your gain.

What is the convention on who receives the 
interest paid on the earnest money held by real 
estate brokers? Eight percent or 9 percent on 
$5,000--to -$15,000 over three months is a'few 
months’ groceries.

Answer: I hate to dash your suspicions that th 
real estate broker is paying off his daughter's 
orthodontic bill with the interest on his escrow 
account, but the general practice is that such 
accounts are non-interest bearing.

Q. We've been ‘shopping 
around for appliances and ve 
noticed an energy efficiency rat- 
ing. os there réally anything to 

it? 


A. When buying a major appli- 
ance, consumers. should consider 
operating costs as well as the 
purchase price. An appliance 
that has a higher energy effi- 
ciency rating may cost more ini- 
tially, but may actually be less 
expensive to use over the course 
of its lifetime. 

Federal legislation sets stan 
dards for the energy efficiency 
of all ‘major appliances. The 
standards for-washing machines, 
dryers and dishwashers should 
have been met by Jan. 1. The 
standards for all other appli- 
ances, including refrigerators; - 
freezers and ovens, will be 
phased in over the next five 
years. 

The major appliances will car- 
ty labels indicating the energy 
factor (EF) or energy efficiency 
rating (EER). This may help 
you choose the appliance that is 
the most energy efficient. But 
remember, the actual operating 


cost-aiso- depends —on-how-the— 


appliance is used — or misused. 

When parison shopping, 
ask about the warranty and ser- 
vicing for the appliance. Also 
find out if there are extra char- 
ae joe Selivery. or installation: 

a ional wiring or plumbin 
is needed to install the apple 
ance, it can be quite expensive. 

As a measure of safety, look 
for seals inditating listing by 
Underwriters Laboratory (UL) if 
the appliance is. electric or the 
American Gas Association 
(AGA) if it is.gas.

The Galifornia Supreme Court recently 
heard a case in which the parents of a 
deceased child sued a church for negligent 
pastoral counseling. This case was led in 
1979, and the parents charged in the com- 
plaint that the suicide of their 24-year-old 
son was a result of incompetent counsel- 
ing. The parents claimed the boy was 
suicidal, and yet the pastors of the church 
referred him to church-affiliated 
counselors who were unable to treat his 
emotional problems. 

Should a church be liable’ for negligent 
pastoral counseling? Churches around the 
nation are watching this case closely. 
Many of the nation’s churches have filed 
“friend of the court” briefs with the Califor- 
nia Sapreme Court In support of the defen- 

- dant_church.. The churches have argued 
that if California law imposes a duty of due 
care on thase who undertake a counseling 
relationship, many church teaders will stop 
counseling emotionally troubled members. 

The attorney for the parents argued that 
the church shouldn't get immunity in this 
case since its religious beliefs were not the

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Easy changes revive tired room

There’s no need to live with a 
“tired, outdated room because 
you cannot face the time and 
expense of redoing the entire 
space. Easy changes involving 
color, texture or detail often can 
achieve amazing results in cre- 
-ating a new look hout major 





Color makes the most’ dramat- 
ic’ impression as you enter a 
room, yet a color change can be 
as easy on the budget as a few 
gallons of high-quality paint and 
one day’s labor. An alternative 
to repainting the walls is to 
int the wood trim and doors a 
resh color (pastel, ivory, even 
black) using a high-gloss’ paint 
finish. 

For another easy color 
change, drape a chair or sofa 
with fabric, sécuring it in key 
places with slipcover pins, and 
then tying it in place with deco- 
rative cording. Shop the discount 





fabric stores for colorful prints, 
shiny chintzes and-even classic 
white for ‘‘summer dress.”” 

Finally, fresh eolor can be 
introduced easily with decorative 
pillows. Discount and import 
stores carry a wide selection of 
sizes and colors. For extra 
punch, choose the largest size. 
possible, and dress up with tas- 
sels and decorative cording sewn 
on by hand. You can even wrap 
a pillow form like a present, 
using bright fabric and wide 
ribbon. e 

Another change that is easy to 
achieve is the introduction of 
textural contrasts. Try these 
additions: tropical plants with 
differently shaped leaves, 
matchstick window shades from 
local import companies, shiny 
paint on walls or furniture and 
straw floor matting. Paint 
smooth lamp shades shiny colors 
or cover them with textured fab- 
rics. Be sure contrasts are 
strong and_close to each other: 
baskets against shiny brass; 
rough pottery against smooth, 


lacquered boxes; clear glass 
against rough pillow fabric 

Making changes in detail is a 
third strategy for updating a 
room. The opportunities to add 
detail through interesting items 
and accessories are limitless. 
Try these tactics: 

Think in groupings, little com- 
positions here and there. For 
instance, study the effect that a 
collection of objects on_a’ table 
crea possibly two books, a 
vase, a lamp and a figurine; all 
carefully arranged in still-life 
grouping. A wall picture over a 
chair that is next to a 3-foot 
tropical plant can form another 
arrangement. Consider framing 
five family photographs and 
arranging them on a table in 
front of a lamp to illuminate 
them. Combine a live plant, a 
statue and a decorative bowl. 

Whether you choose to breathe 
life’ into a tired room through 
changes..im: color, texture or 
detail — or all three — you'll 
discover that thinking small can

Then 
park the car with the hand 


brake on. 

Most dri remain in 
the driv: ‘seat, trying to start 
the car and wondering why it 
refuses to cooperate, until one of 
three things happens: the bat- 
tery runs down from repeated 
unsuccessful stapting attempts; 
the engine finally cools enough 
to cure.the vapor lock, and the 
ear staris‘as mysteriously as it 
stopped (which usually takes 
about an hour with the hood 
raised, or twice as long with the 
hood closed); or the highway 
patrol arrives and helps start 
the car using the same trick I'm 
about to tell you : 

First, raise. the hood and find 
the fuel pump.

A more effective method is to 
find a piece of aluminum foil 
and wrap that around the fuel 
line to dissipate heat and pre- 
vent another vapor. lock. 

Drive off normally, but if your 
car is-equipped with’ an air con- 
ditioner, don’t turn it on. Air 
conditioning puts an‘extra load 
on your car’s engine and makes 
it overheat faster. 

What if you don’t have water 
in your car to soak a rag with? 
Or what if, after cooling off the 
fuel pump and fuel line, you find 
that the engine still won’t start 





and the temperature gauge or 
warning light ‘on your dashboard 
hat the engine is _over- 





In either case, the only solu- 
tion is to let things cool off natu- 
rally. It will take a while. Rath- 
er than sitting around getting 
frustrated by the car’s refusal to 
start, get out and take a walk

Tips simplify painting, repair jobs 


Here are some suggestions for 
around-the-house repairs and 
improvements from Kevin Kelle- 
her of Home Equity Inc., a. cor- 
porate relocation management 
company: 

Painting 

Porch floor: Concrete surfaces 
absorb a lot of paint. Make the 
job easier by using a roller with 
an extension handle. First, use a 
4-inch brush and paint a border 
around the floor where it meets 
the wall. Then use your roller to 
spread the paint to meet the bor- 
der. Do a small section at a 
time (about 2 by 3 feet) “and 
don’t try to stretch the paint. 

Porch steps: MaKe this a two- 
day job. Paint alternate steps, 
both treads and risers, so that 
you can walk on’ the ones. 
When they are dry, complete the 
job. Paint railings last. 

Trim: Do window crossbars 
first with a 1%-inch tapered sash 
brush — then paint the flat sur- 
faces. A neat, professional job is 
achieved if the edges of the trim 
(where it meets the siding) are 
painted with the house paint 

Ceramic Tile 

Stained grouting: A typewriter 
eraser will clean dull or stained 
grouting between ceramic tiles. 
Just rub and erase the dirt. 











Leose wall or counter. tile: 
Carefully remove the loose tile 
Scrape the adhesive from the 
back of the tile or scrub with 
steel wool. Remove the adhesive 
left in the space on the wall or. 
the counter top. Apply a thin, 
even coat of tile adhesive to the 
back of the tile and to the wall 
or counter surface. For a strong, 
long-lasting bond, score the 
glue-covered surfaces with a 
fork. The roughened surfaces 
will ensure a firm grip. Hold the 
tile in place for a few minutes 
exerting light pressure on ,the 
wall, or weighing it down with 
books on a counter top.

When they stick: Check the 
hinge screws on the door first, 
then the hinge screws on the 
frame. If they are loose, the 
door will sag just enough to rub 
against the frame causing it to 
bind and stick.

dries out excessively. Even 
watering once a day may not be 
Sufficient during extreme heat, 
especially if the container is too 
small to adequately hold the 
heavy root system that a tomato 
is capable of producing. 

While mulching helps hold 
moisture in the gardef, it is of 


little value with container plants 
because of the limited growing 
area. s 
‘The best course of, action is to 
schedule two waterings on a hot 
day. This may or may not 
improve the situation, however. 
During extremely hot weather, 
the problem may persist no mat 
ter what is done. 


But the outlook down the road 
is more favorable. If given suffi- 
cient moisture, plants should set. 
fruit-again-whenthe-tempera- 
tures drop. uf 

Plants _react differently to hot 
weather (90 degrees and above)- 
Flowers of some types may fail 
to open, or may drop premature- 
ly. Like tomatoes, peppers are 
also prone to dropping flowers” 
without forming fruit when tem- 
peratures are high. _ 

Some plants that fail to pro- 
duce in hot weather may need to 
be removed once production

Again, I would attribute this to 
weather factors. Since only two 
plants are affected, it may be 
there is a variation in soil-struc- 
ture causing a difference in 
drainage. Or, it could be that 
one area dries out more quickly 
than another because it has less 
organic content. 

It is important to check the 
soil around the baseof the main 
stem. Digging with a small trow- 
el, make sure the soil ball has 
not dried out. This has been 
found to be a factor in some 
cases as soil media that a plant 
has been grown in is. very light 
compared to the soil in the yard. 
The media around the plant can 
dry out more rapidly and even 
though new roots Have’ penetrat-

are not of sufficient size to main- 
tain the plant under the condi- 
tions found at present. 

A soil ball that has dried out 
should be checked periodically. 
When it seems dry, apply extra 
water around the base of the 
plant.

It is important to keep the 
plant watered throughout 
drought periods, but do not over- 
water as this could lead to fur- 
ther root loss. Apply a light 
mulch around the base if not 
already there to help hold mois- 
ture and further protect the root 
system.

tle short of phenomenal. And 
guess where wild turkeys have 
prospered far of tixy anyone’s 

tations? In the highly agri- 
cultural counties of northern 
Missouri where woodlots and 
strips of river-bottom timber 
make up the bulk of hardwood 
habitat. 

Presently, nearly every county 
north of the Missouri River 
boasts wild turkey populations 
far in excess of those found in 

Ozarks. 

‘Years ago, I ssed to spen 
lot of my boss’ time hangi 
around a sporting goods store, 
salving my conscience by telling 
myself I was picking up infor- 
mation for columns from_the 
half dozen or so retired men who 
also made it their hangout. 

However, the problem with 
taking advice from these old 
timers (this was 30 years ago) 
was that their advice was based 
on hunting and fishing in the 
1920s when were scads of 
ducks and few hunters. But now- 
adays it takes more than that to 
fool a ganreby “mallard that is 
shot at m nada to the Gulf 
Coast every time he drops below 
the clouds. 

In the flooded rice fields of 
eastern Arkansas I learned the 
value of big spreads of decoys. 
Ducks were far more inclined to 
drop in when they saw an area 
saturated with other ‘‘ducks.”’ 
Sets of two dozen decoys rarely 
get more than a passing glance 
except in areas very lightly 
hunted. 

The same became apparent 
with Canada geese. On a 1977 
hunting trip to Maryland I saw 
the great birds decoying much 
more readily to big spreads of 
200 decoys than to anemic lay- 
outs of a few dozen. 

My goose pit at Horseshoe 
Lake in southern Illinois now 
boasts 500 decoys. And 
shooting had been so good the 
past several years that other 
clubs have followed suit. Thus, 
another ‘‘truth’’ bites the dust.

Church membership not growing 


The number of church mem- 
bers .in the United States 
remained virtually unchanged 
from 1985 to 1986, while the gen 
eral population grew at a 
rate during the same riod, 
according to_ figures in the 
“‘Yearbook of American and 
Canadian Churches 1988.”’ 

, Comparison of figures in the 
current yearbook with those 


reported in the previous year 
yields a statisti iy insignificant 


dip of 0.09 vent in collective 
net membership in U.S. 
a 


churches. 

For most of the 220 church 
bodies listed in the yearbook, the 
mechanics of ‘statistical report- 
ing create a two-year lag in the 
data, so that the 1988 and 1987 
Yearbooks show comparisons 
mainly between data from 1986 
and 1985. U.S. government statis- 
ticians estimate population 
growth in the same period to be 
1 percent. 

Reports from the 220 church 
bodies: show that 142,799,662 
Americans belonged ‘to a church, 
Synagogue or other religious con- 
gregation in 1986, a loss of 
126,701 members from 1985. In 
1986, church members made up 
58.7 percent of the U.S. popula- 
tion, continuing a pattern of 
many years in which that pro- 
portion has reached or 
approached 60:percent. 

“The statistics do not show 
any real significant growth in | 
the réligious sector,’’ according 
to Year! editor Constant H. 
Jacquet. Jacquet is staff associ- 
ate for information services in 
the National’ Council of 
Churches’—Office—of—Research 
and Evaluation. 

‘Mainline losses continue, but 
are moderating,” Jacquet said. 
“At the same time, the trend 
toward gains in some conserva- 
tive churches is also moderating. 
On balance, the statistical pic- 
ture has flattened out. . 

“However, many denomina- 
tions show an increase in the 
area of per capita - givi: well 
above the rate of inflation,” Jac- 
quet added. ‘That is also a mea- 
sure of religiosity.” 

With 85 Canadian bodies 
reporting, the yearbook indicates 
a similar membersntp picture 
for that country. nclusive 
church membership in Canada 
in 1986 was 16,615,094, up 0.5 per- 
cent from. the..1985.. total..of 
16,526,723; compared to a 0:9 per- 
cent rise in the general popula- 
tion for the same period. 

The ‘Yearbook of American 
and Canadian Churches’’ is the 
only comprehensive annual 
source for statistics on religion 
in the U.S. and Canada. 

Among figures ree in the 
1988 Yearbook are these. 

eIn 1986, per capita giving. by 
U.S. church: members to their 


congregations amounted to 
$344.42, based on data gathered 
from 44-church bodies about giv- 


ing from their full, communicant 
or confirmed members. In 1985, 
the average ‘contribution was 
$321.77, a difference of $22.65. 
Adjusted for inflation, the fig- 
ures represent an increase of 
$5.01 fromm 1985 to 1986. 

A longitudinal table in the 
‘Yearbook shows that although 
the dollar amounts of giving 
have increased from $69 per cap- 
ita in 1961 to $344.42 in 1986, or 
an increase of 399.2 percent, the 
increase is only 36.2 percent, or 
slightly more in 1.4 percent a 
year on average, when the fig- 
ures are adjusted for inflation. 

eIn 1987, fér the third straight 
year, seminaries in both the U.S. 
and Canada experienced a-grad- 
ual decrease in enrollment, 
reversing a trend of growth 
since 1970 , according to data 
provided by the Association of 

ecological Schools. | 

Enrollment in ATS’s 201 mem- 
ber schools suffered a>decline of 
one—percent—in—1987,—slightl: 
-greater than the previous year's 
decline of 0.6 percent. Excluding 
six new is- added in 1986, 
however, the decline for 1986 
would have been 1.2 percent. 

Balancing the picture is a 
trend, nof in 1986 and ‘continu- 
ing in 1987, of a growth in the 
number of first-year students. A 
growth of “4 percent, up from 
+ 12,944 first-year students in 1986 
to’ 13,459 in 1987, is expected to 
be-reflected eventually in overall 
statistics. 


eThe 1988 Yearbook registers- 


rising enrollments for women 
and for Black, Hispanic and 
Asian/American students in 1987.

A’68 percent rise in 1987 con- 
trasted with a 10.8 percent drop 
in 1986, but was preceded by a 
10.6 increase in 1985. 

With 1,385 students, Hispanics 
now make up 2.5 percent of the 
total student body. “‘What is of 
even greater importance,”’ the 
study says, “‘is growth of 3 
percent of candidates enrolled in 
programs ordinarily leading to 
ordained ministry.” 

A’ substantial growth of 18 = 
cent in the number of theological 
students with. Pacific/Asian 
American ancestry. oc in 
1987. Although -their total nuni- 
ber,-now_1,645, is still small, the 
Yearbook study notes, “The 
determination of ‘this group to 
provide an ministry is 
obvious in: these statistics.’’ The 
1986 report also showed a hefty 
increase of 16 percent over the 
previous year. 

*The value of new construction 
of religious buildings reached 
$2,676 million in 1986, continuing 
an upswing in this area that 
began in 1983, according to data 
provided by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. The value of such 
construction was $2,409 million 
in 1985 and $2,132 million in 1984. 

Ex in real terms, the 
1986 figure for the value of con- 
struction was*higher than in any 
year since 1970, although it does 
not approach the level recorded 
in 1965, the years shown in 
the - study. hen expressed in 
terms of constant 1982 dollars, 
the value of new Construction 
reached $4,220 million in 1965, 
compared to only $2,345 million . 
in 1986. i 

*In 1986, 40 percent of adults 
in the U.S. reported attending 
church in a typical week, down 
from 42 percent reported in 1985, 
according to data gathered annu- 
ally by the Princeton Religious 
Research Center (Gallup).

Average per capita giving in 
the nine churches in 1986 was
